Owners of two local business 
buildings are interested in‘ getting 
the Upland post office located in 
their properties. Acceptance of 
either one of these bids would 
mean a change in the present lo- 
cation. 

For the first time in 14 years 
competition is reported for a lease 
for the postal headquarters. W. 
C. Cline, owner of the building in 
which the office is now located, is 
also reported to be bidding for the 
five-year lease. 

The Cline structure was erected 
14 years ago after a 10-year lease 
had been obtained. In subsequent 
calls for bids for postal headquar- 
ters, no property owners other 
than Mr. Cline have submitted pro- 
posals. 

COMPETITION REPORTED 

In response to a notice calling 
for a new lease, Mr. Cline and two 
other property owners are report- 
ed to be bidding. The notice speci- 
fies a five-year lease, beginning in 
February, 1939. 

Acceptance of either of the bids 
other than Mr. Cline’s would mean 
a change in the post office loca- 
tion. Names of the other persons 
interested in obtaining the lease 
and locations of the properties 
were not made public.
